Response to Amendment 

1 . The Office Action has been made issued in response to amendment filed July 6, 
2010. Claims 2, 4-10, 12-14, 16-18, 20-21, 23-24, 26, 28, 29, 31 32-33 and 36-40 are 
pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the cited prior art teaches or fairly disclose "determining a body 
condition score of a diary cow, said region of interest including at least one of the 
following body parts: a rear part of the cow in the vicinity of its tail head an at least one 
of the dorsal parts of the cow".
